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Liberal Convention 


The convention ofthe Liberal party 
wae held in the McBride Hotel on 
Thursday afternoon last to choose a 
candidate for the coming provincial 


-election and other business. 


J. W. Broughton, president of the 
association, occupied the chair. Mr. 
©. R. Mitchell, leader of the opposi- 


_ tion in the provincial legislature, was 
‘also present, and Mr. Fisher, Liberal 


organizer for the province. ‘The at- 
tendance was not large but it was de- 
scribed as representative. 

The president opened the proceed- 
ings ‘by a few remarks on the reor- 
ganization of the party in this dis- 
trict. He said that there were good 
prospects of success for the party at 
the coming election. The delegate: 
sent to the provincial convention ir 
Calgary had returned with a_ very 
hopeful report. As to the proposal 
made in “The News” to drop party 
politics in provincial matters he con. 
sidered it to be impossible in practice 
The Farmers’ party at the last elec- 
tion in Red Deer had refueed the Li) 
eral offer of co-operation and could 
not expect it now. It was impossible 
to find a man wholly free from: part) 
bias. Any name suggested could b- 
found to be that of a man with party 
convictions one way or the other. As 
to the attorney-general’s statements 
at Eckville about a Liberal party fund, 
there had never been a party fund 
in this constituency in his experi- 
ence. Expenses had been paid from 
private contributions only, and that 
was the case with the Farmers’ party 
As to Mr. Brownlee’s conten- 
tion that 17 millions had been added 
to the capital expenditure in the Lib- 
eral government's last year of office. 
Mr. Brownlee had not told his hear- 
ere what had become of that money. 
Four millions had gone on telephone 
construction, $181,000.00 on school 
loans, $890,000.00 on the drought area 
relief three millions.on seed grain 
guarantees, and over five and a half 
millions in loans to the provincial 
railways. ‘Would Mr. Brownlee have 
abandoned these railways? In that 
case what would have become. of the 
farmers in the districts affected? ‘Mr. 
Brownlee says that the Famers’ gov- 
ernment have got rid of the “frills’ 
of government and points to savings 
in expenditure, ‘but he does not say 
what has been cut from school grants 
as a regult, thereby throwing heavier 
burdens on to the local school boards 
or how much of the motor vehiclee 
fund has been put into current rev- 
enue. The present government has 
had a deficit ever since coming intc 
Liberal government’s 
deficits were the result of loans made 
and since repaid, at least to some ex- 
tent. In 1921 the provincial revenue 
was eight millions. It increased each 
year until it was now 11 millions but 
the government had had deficits to- 
talling five millions. The bonded debt 
of the province had been increased by 
20 millions since 1921. We are 30 
millions worse off today than then. 
which Mr. Brownlee apparently does 
not realize. 

The secretary, Mr. R. S. Gillespie 
then read the minutes of the last 
meeting and put a resolution that a 
candidate be put in the field at th: 
coming election. This was seconder 
by Mr. J. J. Gaetz and carried by 28 
to 0. 

Nominations were then asked for, 
the names being written on slips of 
paper and handed in to the president. 
The following persons were nominat- 
ed: ; 
Mrs. J. J. Gaetz, J. J. Gaetz, W. R. 
Bllenwood, J. W. Broughton, J. Quigg, 
cc. D. Locke, J. T. Berry. M. J. Man- 
ning. : 

The president called on the nomin-

ees to come forward and sit in a row 
facing the convention. They did so 
with some reluctance, and, as they 
took their places and blushingly faced 
their potential constituents, they pre- 
sented (with, of course, the exception 
of Mrs. Gaetz) one of the grimmest 
sights that has been seen in Red Deer 
for many a long day. ‘Being called 
on to voice their sentiments, “they 
all with one accord began to make 
excuses” and withdrew their names. 
It became apparent that the feeling 
of the meeting lay between Mr. El- 
lenwood and Mr. J. J. Gaetz, Mr. 
Ellenwood announced that he would 
not stand unless Mr. Gaetz refused 
to do so and after some small com- 
petition in generosity, it was found 
that Mr. Ellenwood insisted on with- 
drawing and then Mr. Gaetz was nom- 
inated with applause. 

At about this stage a collection was 
taken up towards expenses. Mr. John 
McVicar performed this task with 
graceful tact. 4 

Mr. J. J. Gaetz, in acknowledging 
his nomination, said that if he was to 
make the ffight for the party he must 
have help from the members of it, 
and that the time to begin working 
was now and not merely at election 
time. 

The election of officers then took 
place and after some difficulty owing 
to the reluctance of former members 
to act again, the old executive was 
elected as a whole under Mr. Brough- 
ton’s presidency. 

The president then called on Mr. C. 
R. Mitchell to address the meeting. 

Mr. Mitchell began by paying a 
tribute to Mr. J. J. Gaetz, ‘the candi- 
date, as one who was known at Ed- 
monton and respected there and who 
ought to be elected by this constitu- 
ency. Mr. Mitchell then proceeded to 
say that in travelling up and down 
the country and attending meetings 
in it he found strong indications that 
the people as a whole are tired of the 
present government a fact which was 
an exceedingly strong weapon in the 
hdnds of an opposition. ‘He did not 
propose to bring forward individual 
instances of the government’s mis- 
deeds, though there were many such 
to be found. He merely stated that 
the government had not carried out 
its promises in respect of policy and 
had done nothing. With respect to 
the speech of, the attorney-general at 
Eckville, the attorney-general was as 
ready to turn a corner as any man in 
public life. Ae to his suggestion of 
the Liberal party being run bya more 
or less corrupt party fund, Mr. Mit- 
chell was unable to concur in this 
holier-than-thou attitude. The detail- 
ed reduction in expenditure which the 
attorney-general claimed as a merit 
of the government were merely got 
by a species of financial juggling, the 
transfer of some items of expenditure 
from one department to another. 
Thus the police reduction was in part 
affected by transferring to the liquor 
department account an item of $60,- 
000.00 for liquor act enforcement 
agents, formerly shown in the police 
department accounts. He could show 
dozefs of such instances if he wished. 
As to the reductions in the telephone 
and land titles office staffs since 1921, 
it wae a fact that all private enter- 
prises had reduced their staffs since 
that period and it was merely ordin- 
ary business management on the gov- 
ernment’s part to do the same. The 
attorney-general said nothing about 
the additions to the government serv- 
ices. Under the Liberal government 
there was no $9,000.00 per ear official 
such as Mr. Dinning at the head of 
the liquor department, nor any $7,- 
000.00 official like Mr. James Pyke re- 
cently appointed manager of the 
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Lethbridge northern irrigation scheme. 
There ‘was no real need for the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Pyke. The work he 
was supposed to be about to'do, the 
reduction: of the' holdings of land in 
the’ irrigated area; was not difficult. 
The real: work had been already done 
by : Mr.‘ Charlesworth,. the trained ‘en- 
gineer appointed by the Liberal gov- 
ernment. who was ‘still in the service 
of the present government and should 
have been appointed to the chief po- 
sition in the Lethbridge northern 
scheme rather than Mr. Pyke, who 
knew nothing about irrigation. 

This was a government of small 
economies and big extravagances and 
if Mr. Brownlee had ‘been fair he 
would have mentioned the increased 
expenditure as well as the reductions 
and shown the net balance. It was 
the net balance on the whole revenue 
and expenditure that was the real 
test of a government. 

As to the reductions in the attor- 
mey-general’s department, this had 
been largely effected by the cutting 
off of war bonuses, which the liberal 
government was only just beginning 
to do when it went out of office. The 
attorney-general’s department was 
going to cost $52,000.00 more this year 
than last, and yet when the estimates 
were before the house and the opposi- 
tion proposed reductions which would 
have amounted to $200,000.00 the at- 
torney-general refused them all. The 
only reduction in the estimates which 
the government offered to accept was 
$500.00 in Mr. Hoadley’s department 
and even that little sum the govern- 
ment subsequently asked the opposi- 
tion to allow’ to etand. 

In 1924 the expenditure voted was 
$11;127,468.00. For 1925 the vote was 
$11,589 714.90, -an increase of $482,- 
000.00, an average of about $50,000.00 
for each of the eight government de- 
partments. 

Mr. Brownlee had spoken at Bck- 
ville of the large stock of liquor held 
by the Liberal government on quit- 
ting office. That statement was made 
in order to injure the Liberal party. 
The fact was that the Liberal govern- 
ment made large profits on Hquor sold 
under doctors’ prescriptions. If more 
was sold than was right, that was the 
fault not of the government but of 
the doctors. In 1915 when prohibition 
came in the Liberal government allot- 
ted $17,000.00 for the purchase of 
liquor. Year after year profits were 
made on the sale of“liquor. Part of 
these profits went to the treasury. 
Part went to buy more etocks. From 
the ‘original stock of $17,000.00 had 
grown up the stock of one and three- 
quarter millions which existed when 
the government went out of office. 
Mr. Brownlee said the Liberal gov- 
ernment had no right to have so much 
liquor on hand but the explanation 
was that we bought heavily in antici- 
pation of an increase in the duty on 
alcohol and our anticipation was cor- 
rect, so that the stocks we bought in 
thie way became of considerably more 
value than when we bought them, and 
we handed over to the Farmers’ goy- 
ernment all this stock of liquor fully 
paid for and paid for by the liquor 
drinkers of the province, not by the 
taxpayers. Was~Mr. Brownlee too 
particular to use that stock? No he 
sold it, and put the money in the 
treasury, but he did not allot it to 
the year 1921 but in part to that year, 
part to 1922 and part to 1923. Why 
was that done? He could have turn- 
ed it into cash at once by borrowing 
its value on the security of the 
liquor stock. He did not ; do 
80 because if he had the result would 
have been to reduce almost to noth- 
ing the deficit of two millions for 1921, 
the last year of Liberal government. 
The Liberal government had intended 
to reduce the stock by making no 
more purchases. It was known that 
1921 would be an expensive year for 
the government but that government 
knew also that they had the liquor in 
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the ‘deficit..Mr: Brown: 
“reduced ‘his ‘stock to 
$485,000.00 ‘by sales, then borrowed 
on its security and put. the money so 
borrowed into. revenue to reduce the 
Farmers’ government deficit. 

The. Liberal:,government : expendi- 
ture in ,1921..was .$10,600,000.00. The 
Farmers’. government expenditure in 
1925, was $11,580 000.00, an increase 
of $984,000.00... Where was the vaunt- 
ed economy. of the government All 
the government departments were 
now spending more than in,1921. It 
was true that the Liberal govern- 
ment left a large. public debt but they 
left large public institutions also. In 
1965, when the province came into ex- 
istence, we. had no debt but we also 
had _no.,public institutions. Our heavy 
capital spending in 1921 wae incur- 
red because we thought it was neces 
sary. We left the public debt high, 
too high, perhaps, but it is now '28 
‘million dollars higher. Our heavy 
expenditure in 1921 should have ren- 
dered additional expenditure later un- 
necessary. We,borrowed in 1921 for 
four main purposes: 

1. WNon-repeyable expenditure. That 
was for roads, bridges and such pub- 
lic. works, on which we spent: about 
$2,700,000.00. We actually spent 
$400 000.00 less than we had author- 
ity to spend. 

2. .Repayable expenditure. This 
was for loans or advances which will 
some day come back. A good deal of 
our expenditure of 1921 has actually 
come back, but the government say 
nothing about that. Possibly they 
don’t know it. They have actually 
collected four and a half millions of 
our capital expenditure but they have 
not used it to repay debts. 

We epent four millions in this class 
of our expenditure of which $182,- 
000.00 went for education, $899,000.00 
for agriculture to help co-operative 
marketing, grasshopper destruction 
and such purposes. This was repaid 
in due course. Then we spent on 
drought area relief. We had a series 
of bad years from 1917 on and we kept 
hoping that each would be the last. 
In Eckville Mr. Brownlee says that 
was unproductive waste. That would 
not sound so well in the drought 
areas. The banks which had provided 
seed grain and relief under a pro- 
vincial guarantee demanded their 
money at the end of 1920. That was 
nearly three millions and we had to 
pay in one year the advances made 
in several years. 

3. Telephone construction. During 
the war we did little construction. In 
1921 there came a heavy demand for 
telephone services. We epent four 
millions on such and gave 5,000 cxral 
subscribers the service. That expen. 
diture is self-sustaining. It is carried 
by the telephone department. 

4. Railway expenditures. The raf)- 
ways in the north, the iA. & G.W. and 
the E.D. & B.C., were left on our 
hands in 1920 in bad condition. The 
companies had done their best under 
the bad conditions of war time but 
they could not keep on. The Railway 
Commission wae about to step in and 
stop the running of the trains. We 
either had to recondition the railways 
or stop them. We chose to recondi- 
tion them and for that purpose we 
provided five millions in 1921. If 
these railways are taken over ‘by one 
or other of the two great Canadian 
eystems or ‘become self-sustaining 
that money will be repaid. 

The government constantly accuse 
us of extravagance because of this 16 
millions. But why did they not econ- 
omize? They say it is impossible; 
we say it is not. During the war years 
we cut down capital expenditure 
heavily. In 1915 we borrowed four 
millions, in 1916 only $1,100,000.00; 
in. 1917, $1,400,000.00; in 1918 $700,- 
000.00 only; in 1919, $2,900,000.00 (in 
that year we had.heavy expenditure 
on public buildings); in 1920, $7 000, 
000.00, and in 1921, $16,000,000.00. 

What has this government done? In 
1922 they borrowed: $8,400,000.00; in 
1923 they borrowed $6,100,000.00; in 
1924 they borrowed $6,000 000.00; in 
1925 they borrowed $6,000,000.00. 

That is proof that this government 
has not economized. 

It is not the past that is at issue 
so much as the present. If borrow- 
ings and deficits are not stopped, the 
inevitable result must be increased 
taxation, and that is the meaning of 
the new education tax of three mille 
on all land. If the Farmers’ govern- 
ment goes back there will not be 
economy. 

If the Liberal government is return- 
ed we are prepared to meet the mort- 
gage companies’ requests. Mr. Brown- 
lee says that we were responsible for 
the passing of the legislation object- 
ed to by the companies. I know that, 
but it was passed at a time when con- 
ditions were abnormally bad and had

Hints for Home Cooking 


Parkins 

‘One-half pound steel-cut oatmeal, 
one-half pound graham flour, one 
pound wheat flour, three-quarters 
pound sugar, three-quarters pound mo- 
lasges syrup, one-half pound lard, 
three teaspoons baking soda, two tea- 
spoons ground ginger, two teaspoons 
ground cinnamon, one teaspoon mix- 
ed spices twyo eggs. Mix all dry in- 
gredients together then rub lard in 
and eggeg and syrup mixed. Work into 
a stiff dough and divide into small 
pieces the size of a walnut. Place 
them well apart on a well-greased tin 
and bake until a dark brown in a 
moderate oven. This recipe makes 
about eight dozen cookies. 

Upside Down Cake 

Three tablespoons butter, one-half 
cup brown sugar, one-half cup walnut 
meats, one cup pineapple slices cup 
in cubes. 

Melt butter in a frying pan, spread 
evenly over butter then spread wal- 
nuts and pineapple over sugar. Bring 
to boiling point. Do not cook any 
more. Cover with 

Cake Mixture 

One egg one-half cup sugar, one 
cup flour, one cup milk, one teaspoon 
melted ‘butter, few drops vanilla, one 
teaspoon baking powder. 

Beat the egg, add sugar and beat 
well, add flour and baking powder 
sifted together, alternating with milk. 
Beat well and add melted butter. 
Pour over mixture in frying pan and 
bake in moderate oven until the cake 
leaves the side of the pan. Turn on 
a plate so that the pineapple and wal- 
nuts are on top when served. 


THE GUIDES IN CAMP 


Lest the citizens of Red Deer should 
be alarmed at the presence in the 
city of a number of dusky characters, 
allow me to set their fears at rest. 
These are merely the Girl Guides 
back from their camp at Sylvan Lake, 
wearing their summer complexions of 
brick red, brown and black. 

These hardy adventureeses, spurn- 
ing such luxuries as beds in camp, 
returned to Mother Earth for their 
couch. The first night tried their 
courage somewnat, for sundry groans 
and whimpers might have been heard 
during the long, long night. At 4:45, 
realizing that there is a limit to hu- 
man endurance, the acting guide mis- 
tresé sounded the reveille and the en- 
tire camp turned out, somewhat hol- 
low-eyed and sore of muscle _ but 
hilarious at being allowed to resume 
a perpendicular position after the tor- 
tures of the night.

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Once the girls found themselves on 
terra firma, their thoughts at once 
flew to sundry nut-bars and gum left 
aboard the boat, and also to their 
good money, paid in advance for the 
trip. Now 25 cents each looks a lot 
when one is 12 or 14 years old, and 
they therefore secured an ambassador 
to approach the boatman with a view 
to recovering their money.

MR. MITCHELL’S REPLY TO 
MR. BROWNLEE 

In this issue is published a report 
of Mr. C. R. Mitchell’s speech at the 
Liberal convention held in ‘Red Deer 
last Thursday. The speech was to a 
large extent a detailed reply to that 
of the attorney-general at Eckville 
the previous week. Mr. Mitchell is 
a party leader and he never makes 
any pretense of being anything else 
than a party leader. His speech was 
therefore ddfinitely a partisan one, 
and must be judged accordingly. Of 
course, exactly the same thing ap- 
plies to Mr. Brownlee’s speech of the 
previous week, though in the latter 
case the partisan character of the 
speech was poséibly not so apparent. 

Some of the points made by Mr. 
Mitchell were not over strong. They 
were mere debating points. Such for 
instance was his attempt to minimize 
the merit of the government's reduc- 
tion of expenditure in the telephone 
department and land titles offices on 
the ground that all private enter- 
prises have reduced expenses since 
1921, and the government was merely 
following suit. Even if it is true that 
all private enterprises ‘have so re- 
duced expenses—and it is not at all 
certain that they have—the chief 
quarrel that the citizens of Canada 
have with their various governments 
ie that they have failed to follow the 
example of ordinary private business 
enterprises in their conduct of public 
business. If the Farmers’ govern- 
ment has done so, as Mr. Mitchell 
appears to admit, it ie entitled to 
credit for what is unfortunately a 
course of conduct all too rare. 

If, however, some of Mr. Mitchell's 
criticisms were weak there’ were 
some of them which ‘were distinctly 
effective. The main one was that a 
government is not to be judged hy 
stray reductions in the expenditure 
of some department, as to which jug- 
gling is certainly possible, but by the 
whole net result of its operations. Is 
the total expenditure of the govern- 
ment reduced? If not, why not? Has 
the ‘budget been balanced? If not, 
why not? Judged by this standard, 
Mr. Mitchell's criticism is both fair 
and effective. The Farmers’ govern- 
ment has not reduced expenditure. It 
has increased it on the whole. Before 
the full weight of such a criticism 
can be estimated it is necessary to 
ascertain just where the increases 
come in, and unfortunately neither 
Mr. Brownlee nor Mr. Mitchell gave 
any real light on this subject. The 
capital expenditure of the last year 
of the Liberal government added 
nearly a million dollars to the neces- 
sary expenditure of their successors 
in interest on borrowed money. The 
Farmers’ government has added 20 
millions to the public debt since it 
came into office. That means another 
million or more in added interest to 
be found by the taxpayers. The 
Farmers’ government expenditure for 
1935 was $984,000.00 more than that 
of the last year of Liberal govern- 


ment. If two million dollars had to 
be paid in interest on borrowed 
money, it follows that the ‘Farmers’ 


government carried on the remain: | 


ing services of the province for slight- 
ly over a million lesa than the Liberal 
government did. That looks rather 
well for the Farmers’ government and 
‘bad for the Liberals. Mr. Mitchell 
suggests that some of the capital ex- 
penditure made by his last govern- 
ment had come back to the Farmers’ 
government and had been used by 
them for other purposes than repay- 
ment of debt. That is a rather seri- 
ous criticism. Is it correct? Surely 
it must be possible for anyone with 
access to and experience of the public 
accounts to get at the details of such 
transactions and give them to the 
public. Mr. Mitchell did not do so. 
Was that a mere careless omission

He 
explained fully the character of the 
capital expenditure made by the Lib- 
eral government in its last year of 
office with a view to showing its use- 
ful and = productive character. He 
made no such analysis of the Farm- 
ers’ government’s capital expendi- 
ture. Again, it may be asked, why 
not? Was it because he knew that 
it was very much like the Liberal 
government's expenditure not much 
better and not much worse, or was 
it merely because time failed him? 
One criticism with which the aver- 
age taxpayer will entirely agree

000.00 a year as ministers should be 
able to pay for their own cars. If 
the expenses of being a cabinet min- 
ister are said to be very large, then 
the public would be interested to see 
just what those mysterious expenses 
are. Not seeing them, the public is 
inclined to doubt the economical char- 
acter of a government whose leaders 
consider such a charge for motor cars 
justifiable. The point may be small 
but.it has a certain significance about 
it, which is worth watching. 

The whole effect of Mr. Mitchell's 
speech was to convey an impression 
that the government have failed to 
put before the public in a clear, con- 
cise and intelligible fashion a state- 
ment of the public expenditure. 
Otherwise Mr. Mitchell’s criticisms 
would be either obviously worthless 
or 60 damning as to smash the gov- 
ernment’s credit altogether. The 
public are entitled to such explana- 
tions as will enable them to judge 
the government record intelligently. 
If they do not get it the government 
need not be surprised if the Liberal 
accusations should receive at least a 
measure of credence, rightly or 
wrongly. 


THE SCOPES EVOLUTION 
TRIAL 

In our last issue we published the 
result of the Scopes trial and some 
comment on the strictly legal aspect 
of the case. There are, however, 
other aspects which call for com- 
ment. In this instance the law as it 
stands was, interpreted rationally and 
given effect to comparatively quickly. 
It ia the law itself which is the de 
bateable matter, and the attitude of 
the people ot Dayton towards the 
trial which is nardiy debateable but 
highly deplorable.

‘Mayor Johns and Ald. McClure de- 
sired to see a more rigid enforcement 
of payment by a policy of cutting off 
unpaid water supplies. Commissioner 
Stephenson deemed it unnecessary. 
He anticipated having almost all the 
arrears paid up by the end of the 
year. 

The matter of bridges was dealt 
with next. It was thought desirable 
that the Board of Trade be urged to 
bring pressure to bear on the provin- 
cial government in the matter of re- 
pairing the approach to the bridge 
over the river which is in a sorry 
state 

The provincial government has of- 
fered to put a standard bridge across 
the creek on Fifth Street for $500.00. 
The city will have to bear the expense 
of filling in on each side. This will 
mean an expenditure of $225.00. It 
was left with the commissioners to 
see if such a bridge is feasible. This 
type of bridge will entail the driving 
of piles and there is a layer of shale 
beneath the surface which may make 
this impossible. The commissioser 
wil! determine this by drilling to find 
the depth of the shale 

The council adjourned at 10.25.

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? Murder in 
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[“The News" has been fortunate in 
obtaining from a veteran of the North 
West Mounted Police, with a highly 
honorable record, the following ac- 
count of one of the most famous mur- 
der cases in the history of that great 
force. The narrator of the story him- 
self took a prominent part in the 
gathering of the evidence which led 
eventually to the conviction and the 
hanging of the murderer.]

It is somewhere in the neighborhood 
of 25 years ago that a young English- 
man named Hayward said good-bye to 
his brother and sister there and came 
out to Canada. He had already been 
something of a wanderer, having been 
a sailor. He made his way to west- 
ern Canada and worked for the C.P. 
R., mainly among the gangs employ- 
ed in the Crow's Nest Pass district. 
As a result he had saved a little 
money. He was a young fellow of 
good character and fair education 
who lived a quiet hard-working life. 
As will appear by the sequel, he was 
not apparently a good judge of com- 
panions with whom to associate. 

In the summer of the year 1904 he 
went to Edmonton and there he stayed 
at a small hotel known as the Edmon- 
ton Hotel. It stood, and for the mat- 
ter of that, it still stands, on the low 
ground within the river valley be- 
neath the ¢ite of the present great 
Macdonald Hotel. There he fell in 
with a man named Charles King, who 
was an American from Salt Lake 
City of a bad type. The Edmonton 
Hotel in those days was not notable 
for the high character of many of 
those who patronized it. It was a 
distinctly “tough” place. Just how 
Hayward came to throw in his lot 
with King is not too easily under- 
stood looking to the complete differ- 
ence in their characters, but Hay- 
ward was not a man of a suspicious 
type of mind, his rather wandering 
career had probably accustomed him 
to association at short notice with all 
sorts of characters, and the west at 
that time, even more so than now, 
was a place of easily formed and 
lightly broken associations. 

In any event, the two men decided 
on a joint venture into’ the -Peace 
River country, at that time even more 
remote and lonely than it now is. 
There were, of course no railways 
going north of Edmonton. The men 
bought a number of pack ponies and 
a trapping outfit in Edmonton, for 
trapping was the object of the ex- 
pedition, and started on their fateful 
journey. It was then mid-summer. 
They travelled by way of Edson over 
the Swan Hills towards Lesser Slave 
Lake, the district now known as 
Grouard. After about a month of 
travelling they arrived at a point two 
or three miles from the settlement of 
Leseer Slave Lake, and they camped 
at Sucker Creek, some five miles from 
the modern Grouard. 

Without knowing it they had cross- 
ed the boundary of an Indian reserve 
and their camping ground was on the 
reserve, a fact which was to prove of 
vital import for one of them. Night 
came on and the two trappers built 
their fire in the bush and settled 
down for the night. It is important 
to realize the respective positions of 
these two men. Hayward was a man 
of good character if roving disposi- 
tion. We had money in his posses- 
sion and also certain personal prop- 
erty brought from England among 
which were a very fine, though old. 
Greener rifle, and a gold mug with a 
red ruby stone set in it. King on the 
other hand was a bad character and 
was more or less without resources 
of any kind, nor was he of the type 
to whom steady, arduous honest work 
appeals. 

The men in their camp. believed 
that they were alone in the bush. In 
that they were mistaken. The In- 
dians of the reserve had speedily dis- 
covered their presence and in_ the 
darkness of the night, unseen and un- 
heard in the thick bush stealthy  fig- 
ures crept up around the camp and 
by the light of its fire took stock of 
the intruders and their possessions. 
There were others in the camp also 
along with the two white men, visitors 
even more unseen and more sinister 
than the silently moving and watch- 
ing Indians in the bush. The spectres 
of greed and treachery and hatred 
sat with the campers at their eve- 
ning meal, and behind them) both 
stood the grim figure of death. 

Watched at intervals by the In 
dians, the men wrapped themselves 
in their blankets and lay down, ap- 
parently to sleep. A little later. in 
the darkness and silence of the night, 
a single shot rang out. The camnpors 
fire had died down but in the night 
it was lighted again and logs were 
heaped on it and it was piled up and 
fed until it burned a6 a summer camp 
fire can rarely have burned before, 
until it became to the unseen watch- 
ing Indians not a camp fire but a 
funeral pyre. 

With the morning the camp was 
broken up and a move made to the 
settlement of Lesser Slave Lake, but 
whereas two men had camped — the 
previous night, now one only went on 
with the pack team. That one was 
King. Wayward was gone. Again 
the Indians marked the progress of 
the pack team and followed in its 
track, 

King arrived in Lesser Slave Lake 
settlement and there he began to s°I 
the outfit. declaring to the settlers 
that he had abandoned his intention 
of trapping and was going hack to 
Edmonton. ‘He stayed in the settle- 
ment for two or three days. Por him 
those days were fatal. Into the seftte- 
ment came certain Indians, and thev 
kept hovering on the trail of King 
and marking his proceedings, 

There was a post of the North W: 
Mounted Police in the settlement in 
charge of a certain Sergeart) Ander- 
son. To him came some Indians. Tt 
was one of the great triumphs of the 
old police that they won and kept the 
unbounded respect,of the Indians, who 
regarded them as the incorruptible, re- 
lentless guardians of law and juetice., 
These Indians told Sergeant Ander- 
son of the camp in the bush with the 
two men sitting by the fire. They ; 
told him that in the morning only one! 
man had left the camp and that man 
was now in the settlement selling his 
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the night. It was not till later that 
other Indians were to come forward, 
whore watching of the camp on that 
night hadubeen even more constant, 
and had had even more decisive con- 
sequences. 

Sergeant Anderson acted quickly. 
He rode out to Sucker Creek and 
found the remains of the great fire 
still smouldering. He proceeded to 
search among the embers amnd_ the 
search had an immediate reward. He 
found some buttons, some half-burnt 
leather the brass eyelets of which 
proved it to be the remains of a 
trapper’s boots. Also he found some 
human remains. still undestroyed 
among them the heart of a man. The 
sergeant rode back to the settlement, 
found King still there and at once 
arrested him and took him to Fort 
Saskatchewan. The charge against 
him was, of course, murder. 

Having got his man safe under lock 
and key, the sergeant went on to 
make further investigations. He 
drained ‘Sucker Creek, and in it he 
found a Greener gun as well as other 
things. King was wearing when ar 
rested a gold ring with a red ruby set 
in it. ‘Like so many of his kind, he 
took precautions to destroy some of 
the evidence of his crime, only to 
neglect the most obvioue and ele- 
mentary of measures to clear himself 
of complicity in it. 

‘Anderson then brought the whole 
trapping outfit back to Edmonton and 
with it he brought the Indians. This, 
however was only the beginning cf 
the building up of the case against 
King. It was necessary to establish 
the identity of the murdered man 
with that of Hayward. Those were 
the great days of the Mounted Pofice 
when cases were prepared with a 
thoroughness and at an expense which 
are perhaps hardly known nowadays. 
Hayward's brother was brought all 
the way from England to give evi- 
dence. Photographs were got of the 
missing man. Police went down into 
the Crow’s Nest district and scoured 
it for evidence of the movements and 
the possessions of Hayward while he 
was living and working there. -At 
every step of the way the evidence 
fitted in to show that the property 
found in Sucker Creek and in the em- 
bers of the fire, even down to the 
false teeth, had belonged to Hayward 
and that Hayward was the man who 
had gone with King on the expedi- 
tion, and finally that the human re- 
mains found in the embers of the 
great fire were the remains of Hay- 
ward and of no one else. The prepara- 
tion of the case cost something like 
$20,000.00. 

The trial took place before Mr. 
Justice Scott, only lately deceased, 
and a jury and lasted some three 
weeks. The verdict was guilty. There 
was little or no real defence. All 
that could be done was to try to 
shake the inevitability of the crown’s 
evidence of identification. More than 
30 Indiane gave evidence through an 
interpreter, evidence which showed 
the extraordinary manner in which 
the two white men, believing them- 
selves quite alone in the bush, had in 
point of fact been under the constant 
close supervision of unseen Indian 
watchers on the critical night. Chief 
Moos Toos, who is still alive, though 
a very old man, was one of these In- 
dian witnesses. 

The verdict of guilty did not end 
the case. There was an appeal on 
some technicality of the judge’s rul- 
ings in the trial, and a second trial 
was ordered. At the second trial a 
new Indian witness came forward 
whose evidence completed the story 
of the crime. This man had watched 
the camp in the bush and had actually 
seen the fatal shot fired by King, 
fired at Hayward when he was lying 
asleep in his blankets, entirely un- 
suspicious of the doom hanging over 
him and given by his cowardly mur- 
derer not the smallest chance of de- 
fente or escape. 

Again the verdict was guilty and 
this time there was no escape from 
it. The whole case had occupied 
from start to finish something in the 
neighborhood of a year, and owing to 
the second trial King had to endure 
the ordeal of the death watch for an 
unusually prolonged period. He never 
confessed to the crime, even when all 
hope of reprieve was gone, nor did 
he appear to feel any remorse for his 
crime or any regret. It has ‘been the 
duty of the narrator to take his part 
in many death watches, and in his 
experience there is seldom much if 
any sign of remorse or even of fear 
in the condemned men. So far as 
Western Canada is concerned, most 
of the murders of modern times have 
been committed by men of a callous 
and brutal type, not liable to be af- 
fected by nerves or sensitiveness to 
any extent and King was no excep- 
tion to the rule. ‘He was duly hanged 
at Fort Saskatchewan and richly de- 
served his fate. 

The mention of the death watch 
suggests the giving of some informa- 
tion on the subject. The death watch 
is of course, the conetant day and 
night watch kept on a prisoner who 
has been condemned to death. He 
is never alone. A constable is always 
in his cell and in former daye at any 
rate this condemned cell was merely 
partitioned off from the guard room 
of the prison, so that other guards 
were constantly at hand in case of 
need, The men who take the death 
watch are changed every two hours. 
They carry no arms of any descrip- 
tion, the theory being that no oppor- 
tunity shall be given to the prisoner 
to ¢eize possession of the guard's 
weapons and use them either to force 
his escape or to kill himself. For the 
same reason the condemned man is 
given neither knife nor fork with 
which to eat his meals ‘but does so 
with a spoon only. There appears to 
he an impression in existence that the 
last meal given to a condemned man 
is drugged in) some way so as to 
deaden his senses, but this is not cor- 
rect. The food is not doctored at. 
all. The condemned man is allowed 
to choose any food he wishes for his 
last meal, but in practice many do not 
eat any food on such oecasions, which 
is not surprising. During the death 
watch the guard is not forbidden to 
talk to the condemned man. He is 
allowed to do so, but he is not en- 
couraged to do it. On the contrary, 
it is considered better not to go out 
of the way to begin or carvy on a 
conversation. The prisoner {fs allow: 
ed books and writing material and 
receives, if he wishes, the visits of a 
clergyman, Inevitably, the death 
watch is of a tiring character, and it 
is helieved that there is some feeling

WHEN EARTHQUAKES: 
HELP 


SOMETIMES THEY PROVE TO BE 
OF: ECONOMIC 
BENEFIT 


(From Boston Transcript) 

The current impression since the 
occurrence of the earthquake at Santa 
Barbara is that all danger of an early, 
return of the disturbance is over, the 
“readjustment,” such as it may be, 
having been fully achieved. But why 
fear earthquakes, one may ask, if they 
are blessings in disguise? According 
to a recent bulletin of information 
from the section which was stricken 
in the assumed calamity of June 29, 


the damage inflicted on that occasion | 


has been more than compensated by 
the added supply of water that has 
resulted. The disturbance of the 
earth has we are told, opened under- 
ground streams and local water is 
now abundant for purposes of irriga- 
tion. Since water is the life of Cali- 
fornia and frequently must be brought 
from great distances at heavy ex- 
pense, thie shaking of the local sup- 
plies to the surface may more than 
compensate for the loss of property 
in the “quake,” though it cannot 
bring the dead back to life. 

The report does no _ violence to 
probability. There is, for that mat- 
ter a new accumulation of water not 
far below the surface in Southern 
California generally, as the result 0° 
the process of irrigation. Water piped 
from a distance and used on the soil, 
tends to sink below the surface after 
serving its purpose and there to re- 
main, slowly rising as the years and 
the accumulation goes on. The San 
Fernando valley, for example, which 
has been irrigated by water brought 
to Los Angeles through the great 
aqueduct from the Owens’ River, now 
has constant water just below the 
surface, where formerly no water ex- 
isted. It is conceivable that a violent 
earthquake might tend to bring such 
gathered waters to the surface in 
available streams, and for the general 
‘benefit. Let us hope that Santa Bar- 
bara may have such compensations. 

But the effects of the convulsion 
may have another side. A scientist 
of Portland, Ore. Dr. Tanzer by. 
name has developed an interesting 
theory that ‘the recent earthquakes in 
California were caused by the tapping 
of the earth’s oil deposits. Dr. Tan- 
zer points out that the underground 
layers or lakes of oil are evidently 
subjected to a high ordinary pressure, 
since the tapping of them results in 
the more or less violent discharge of 
the ofl through great distances to the 
surface, the oil often gushing forth 
in jets to a considerable height.. He 
argues that the oil in its natural and 
undisturbed position, acts as a sup- 
port for the strata above it; therefore 
its removal produces a slump, and 
this slump is an earthquake. A plaus- 
ible theory—until the next man of 
science gets hold of it. Plausible, also 
unleas one notes that the particular 
districts where the greatest quanti- 
ties of ofl have been taken out, as in 
Pennsylvania, Oklahoma and ‘Texas, 
are still earthquake-proof. The re- 
gions in California where violent 
earthquakes have taken place name- 
ly San Francisco and Santa Barbara, 
have lost comparatively litule of the 
resilvent “support” assumed to have 
been given by oil strata, whereas 
Long Beach, where the Signal Hill de- 
velopment has withdrawn enormous 
quantities of oil, is comparatively im- 
mune. Nor is Japan an oil-producing 
country. This theory, when looked a‘ 
carefully, does not appear to hold 
water, or oil as the case may be. 

The process of determining the 
causes of earthquakes is a slow one. 
Theories, fortunately, are more num- 
erous than the earthquakes them- 
selves. Causes there certainly are 
and they are various. The interest 
of the inhabitants of the earth in 
these :1nses may be said to'be purely 
academic since no way has ever been 
suggested either of preventing them 
or of surely forseeing them.
